States can prodace enough sugar to 
meet the demands of home consumption 
is coe which has net been definitely set­ 
tled by experiments, although the indi­ 
cations are that this country has the 
ability to produce every ponnd of that 
article which the people need. 
The mg it industry is one of great con­ 
cern. The feet thatoor peoplsueedin 
1888 over two and a half billion ponnnds 
of imported sugar, will illustrate the im­ 
portance cf the quettion. This impor­ 
tation of sugar was e.timated to be 
worth eighty million cf dollars—by far 
a greater amount than was paid for any 
other impoi ted article. Now the ques 
hon is, do the experiments already made 
jastify the belief that this two and a half 
billion poniffis c f sugar can be produced 
in the United States? Louisiana can cot 
produce more than one-tenth or at most 
one- eighth 1 f the quantity demanded for 
home cocsnmptu n; and it seems that no 
other soot hem stare has cither the abil­ 
ity or the disposition to attempt tj make 
good the deficit, to that if the two and a 
half I i Ilion pcnntis are produced in this 
country, the north will have to be the 
producer. 
From tbe expelimeiAs made in Kan­ 
sas it stems that abo at 1,200.000 pounds 
of sugar were made in that state in 1889, 
from sorghum cane. 
The manufacture 
of sugar from beets was tried on a small 
sos Ie, fem Berea and a half in one in­ 
stance, producing ten .thousand pounds 
of sugar. The operations cf one sor­ 
ghum factory at Medicine Lodge, Kan­ 
sas, for 1889, is giyen as follows:

HURRICANE. 


Duelling#, A Large Ugh, awd Other 
Property Destroyed i t Bed Lodge. 
ED Lodge, Mont., Fib. 4.—A terrific 
hurricane, filled with Sleet, struck this 
place last night, and iflSldo of two min­ 
utes had wrecked six dwellings and tho 
large hall belonging to the Odd Fellows, 
besides doing great damage to other 
property. 
Dozens of chimneys were 
broken off like pipestems and the brick 
carried long distances by tho furious 
wind.

Formally Takes Charge o f Columbia

umbia college occurred in the Metropol­ 
itan opera house. The immense inter­ 
ior was packed with distinguished guests 
an d friends of the college. A large or­ 
chestra, under tho direction of Walter 
Damrosch, furnished the marie for tho 
occasion. 
Tho program of exercises included an 
address by tho Rev. Morgan Dix, rector 
of Trinity church; on behalf of tho col­ 
lege trustees, by Hamilton Fish, pres! 
dent of the board of trustees; the pre­ 
sentation of the keys and charters of the 
college, and President Low’s installation 
address. Tho annual alumni dinner of 
tho college occurs this evening, when It 
is expected 350 guests will be present. 


W a sh in g to n , Feb. 4 —The residence 
of Secretary of the Navy Tracy was de­ 
stroyed by fire Monday morning, and 
during the excitement that followed the 
breaking out of the blaze I Mrs. Tracy, 
her daughter Mary, and two servants 
lost their lives, the Secretary himself 
was almost overcome by smoke, and sev­ 
eral others had narrow escapes from 
death. 
The residence of tho Secretary was a 
fine three-story structure of brick and 
stone and stood on I street, near Seven­ 
teenth. A letter carrier on his custom­ 
ary rounds passed tho house this morn­ 
ing a few minutes before 7 o’clock. Ho 
left a package, and observing nothing 
unusual continued up the street. Hap­ 
pening to glance back ten minutes later 
ne noticed that tho houso was enveloped 
in flames. Within five minutes the fire­ 
men wero there. Before ladders could 
be raised to the front, two ladies appear­ 
ed in the second-story windows and in 
spite of the warnings not to jump they 
leaped to tho grass. The ladies proved 
to be Mrs. Wilmerding, the married 
daughter of the Secretary, and her 
daughter, Miss Wilmerding. Mrs. Wil­ 
merding broko one of her wrists and was 
bruised. Her daughter was burned quite 
severely, but not otherwise injured. 
At tho rear of tho houso a woman, 
presumably one of tho servants, had 
climbed out upon the mansard roof from 
a third story window. She waved a 
blanket to keep the smoko and flames 
away from her, and behaved with great 
coolness. 
She was brought down a 
ladder. 
In the meantime Fire Chief Parris ar­ 
rived, and learning that there were 
people still In the house he left tho fire 
extinguishing apparatus to his subor­ 
dinates and dashed Into the house, fol­ 
lowed by Howard Wright, who drives 
the chief’s wagon. Tho chief told the 
storv to your correspondent as follows: 
“I paid no attention to the firo when 
I heard there were people in the house. 
I felt my way through the smoke to the 
second floor and found a man in bed in 
A room. I tried to pick him up, but he 
was almost to heavy. 
I managed to 
drag him into a back room whoro there 
was more air, and then I broko the win­ 
dow out and called to a fireman in tho 
alley to run up a ladder. 
“Then wo took the man out and It 
proved to be the Secretary. 
I couldn’t 
move him any further, for I was ex­ 
hausted and fall up to the neck with 
smoke. 
Then I went back into the 
smoko again and found a young lady— 
Miss Mary Tracy they tell me it was— 
and as I caught hold of her wrists to lift 
her up tho flesh came off her burned 
lands. I got her oat, but she was dead- 
That exhausted me. 
I could do no 
more.” 
E. S. Rheem, whose houso on Seven­ 
teenth streot runs back to tho rear of the 
Secretary’s house, gives a graphic ac­ 
count of tho terrible death of Mrs. 
Tracy. 
*T heard terrible screams,’’ said Mr. 
Rheem, “about 7:15 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, and jumped from bed and ran to tho 
window. Mrs. Tracy was hanging by 
hor hands from the sill of a window on 
the second floor. She was screaming, and 
almost I mmcdlately 
dropped to the 
ground.” 
Mrs. Tracy, still alive, was brought in 
by two firemen, and was placed on a sofa 
In a neighbor's house. Hero she lingered 
for about an hoar, fully conscious, aud 
apparently suffering bat little. It was a 
little after 8 o’clock when she spit up a 
tttle blood, hardly enough to be termed 
hemorrhage, closed her eyes, and, 
without a moan ceased to breathe. 
R. C. Turner Is a footman at the Tracy 
csldcnco. He was an eye-witness of 
art of the disaster. He was up and 
dressed before 7 o'clock, and was prepar­ 
ing to go up stairs and clean the silvar. 
Ho slept in tho basement “Just as I 
was starting up stairs,** said he, “a col­ 
ored man rang tho bell and told the but­ 
ler, who answered It, that the house was 
on firo. 
“Tho butler ran up stairs and Im­ 
mediately rushed back shouting: 'My 
God, tho houso Is on fire!* 
The entire 
first floor was in flames. 
“Mrs. Wilmerding and her daughter 
were at the front second-story window 
screaming for help. 
The firo depart­ 
ment seemed demoralized, and both the 
ladies shortly jumped. Neither struck 
on their feet, but fell on their sides.** 
Tho house of E. 8. Rheem. itself almost 
captured by the fire, was thrown open 
for the reception of the dead and dying. 
Mrs. Tracy died In Mr. Rheem’s house, 
While In an adjoining’ room lay the 
scorched body of Miss Mary Tracy. Dr. 
Ruth, after a horrid examination, said 
that Mrs. Tracy had died of a ruptured 
blood vessel. Tho body of a woman ser­ 
vant who had died of asphyxiation was 
found on the third floor A man servant 
is missing and his body will no doubt be 
found in the ruins of the house, 
The unconscious Secretary, while these 
sad scenes were occurring, was Jx>rne to 
the residence of Judge Bancroft Davis, 
in an adjacent block. Ex-Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wales and Drs. Karr and May at­ 
tended him. Under their ministrations 
he regained consciousness, and in a fee­ 
ble voice said: “How is my wife?” “I 
don’t 
know,” replied Dr. Karr. “I 
haven’t seen her.” 
“Then, for God’s sake, don’t think ol 


It pVobaBIy originated in thcYurnace- 
room, and it is thought it smoldered a 
long time and thoroughly filled every 
room in the house with smoko and gas. 
Secretary Tracy’s house, which was 
newly and magnificently furnished, was 
totally destroyed. The loss is estimated 
at $35,000. 
John S. Shriver, a newspaper corres­ 
pondent, found $600 near the place 
where Mrs. Tracy jumped to the pave­ 
ment, and it is supposed that she had tho 
money in her hand when she leaped to 
her death. 
Soon after noon the President broko 
tho news to Secretary Tracy of the 
death of his wife and daughter. Al­ 
though the greatest caution was ob­ 
served tho effect of 
the blow was 
terrible and tho Secretary almost suc­ 
cumbed. Ho rallied, however, and soon 
composed himself. Ho expressed the 
wish that he might also die. 
Secretary Tracy is now reported to be 
improving and his physicians believe 
him to»be out of all dauger. He continues 
drowsy, with 
frequent waking mo­ 
ments. When ho converses with those 
around him ho controls himself excel­ 
lently, but tears of anguish over the loss 
of hi9 wife and daughter cannot be 
restrained. 
He will be taken to the 
Whito Houso to-day. Tho remains of 
Mrs. and Miss Tracy have been removed 
from Mr. Rheem’s to Attorney-General 
Millor’s residence. 
Mrs. Wilmerding 
and her daughter arc guests at Lieut. 
Mason’s. Tho remains of the French 
maid are at the undertaker’s. 
The authorities here are investigating 
the origin of tho fire. The house was 
completely gutted, and is nothing but a 
shell. It was valued at $80,000, on 
which there was an insurance of $35,000. 
All the family plato and the wardrobe* 
of the ladies were saved. 
The Star gives the following account 
of tho sad scene when tho President 
broko tho news of Mrs. and Miss Tracy’s 
deaths to tho Secretary: 
“Upon tho President was placed the 
painful duty of breaking to his friend 
tho saddest of news, and with a depth of 
sympathy almost unsuspected heretofore 
did the chief executive tell the Secretary 
t a t his wife waS ho i&orc. Only a slight 
moan cam© from tho Secretary when 
calamity wits Mflo known to him.

his curiosity was gratified. Ne 
witness ever updcrwqnt a moro rigid 
cross-examination t^an did tho Presi­ 
dent, and it was with difficulty that 
many of the questions wero answered.

At last 
tho additionally dreadful news—the an­ 
nouncement of Miss Mary’s death—was 
also given. Tho Secretary exhibited 
wonderful fortitude, although his an­ 
guish was evident. It was 2 o’clock 
when tho President left tho Secretary’s 
bedside, and it is no exaggeration to say 
that tho Chief Magistrate has aged ten 
years in appearance. His tender solici­ 
tude in not only this matter, but also in 
COfihectlop with tb^recoht bereavements 
Jn Secretary Blaine’s fattily, has left Its 
Visible Impression oil him.” 
Thoro has been nothing hero since 
Garfield’s assassination that has caused 
so much sorrow as this calamity. All 
society doings for the Week, including 
the President’s state dinner, havo been 
postponed.

W a s h in g to n , Feb. 
4 .—Mr. Carlisle 
has prepared for publication a statement 
of tho present position of the Democratic 
members of the House, which is to be 
signed by all of them, the principal 
points of which follow: 
After describing the present situation 
of tho House and attributing it to the 
failure of the committee on rules to re­ 
port, the statement says that the House 
has been compelled to conduct Its busi­ 
ness without any rule or system except 
the general parliamentary laws as con­ 
strued by tho Speaker. 
There has 
been no calendar, no order of business, 
no fixed tirao to receive reports from 
committees or for the consideration of 
bills or resolutions, and in fact no regu­ 
lar methods whatever in the proceedings 
of the House. 
Tho constitution 
of 
tho 
United 
States provides that a majority of each 
House ‘shall constitute a quorum to do 
business, but a smaller number may 
adjourn from day to day and may be 
authorized to compel the attendance of 
absent members in such manner and 
under such penalties as each House may 
provide.’ Another clause of the consti­ 
tution requires each House to keep a 
ournal of its proceedings, and provides 
that when one-fifth of the members 
present desire it the yeas and nays shall 
be taken on any question and entered in 
the journal. 
Since the beginning of the 
government under 
the constitution, 
more than IOO years ago, the House of 
Representatives and Senate have con­ 
strued the first clause of the constitution 
quoted above to mean that a majority of 
all the inembers-elect must bo present 
and actually participate in the transac­ 
tion of business, and that whenever upon 
a call of the yeas and nays it appeared 
from tho journal, which is tho only 
oQicial record, that less than tho con­ 
stitutional quorum had voted on any 
proposition tho voto was a nullity and 
ho further business could bo done until 
tho requisite number 
appeared 
and 
voted. 
“ Every presiding officer in the Senate 
and every Speaker of the House, except 
tho present one, has lichi that when less 
than a quorum voted on a call of the 
yeas and nays, no matter how many 
might be'aetually present, it was his 
duty to take notice of tho fact and de­ 
clare that the pending bill or motion 
had not passed. 
When the voto is not 
taken by yeas and nays it is not entered 
upon thu journal, but if any raembt 
makes the point that no quorum has 
voted tho 
proceeding 
is 
a nullity, 
avd the vote must be taken over. The 
presumption 
of 
tin) 
law 
is 
that 
when nothing appears to tlw> contrary 
tho proceedings of ajegislativo body are 
regular and valid, and therefore when 
tho official record docs not show that less 
than a quorum voted, or attention is not 
called to the fact in such a way as to 
furnish legal evidence of it, the question 
can not be made afterward. 
Many bills 
havo been passed when there was no 
quorum voting and it is equally true that 
many have passed when there was no 
quorum actually present, but this does 
not prove that tho proceeding would 
have been valid in either case if tho offi­ 
cial record had shown the fact. 
“Speaker Reed himself, when in the 
minority on tho floor of the House, stated 
tho true meaning and the true philos­ 
ophy of the constitution when ho said: 
‘The constitutional idea of a quorum Is 
j not the presence of a majority of all tho 
I members of tho House, but a majority 
of tho members present and participat­ 
ing in the business of the House. 
It is 
not the visible presence, but their judg­ 
ment and votes, which the constitution 
calls for.’ 
“Gen. Garfield. Mr. Blaine, Mr. Haw­ 
ley, Mr. Conger, Mr. Robeson, and 
other eminent Republicans have taken 
tho same position, 
lf any legal or polit­ 
ical question can be settled In this coun­ 
try by tho long acquiescence of jurists 
and statesmen of all parties, certainly 
this question has passed beyond tho 
domain of discussion. 
“ We an' not contending for the right of 
tho minority to govern, as tho support­ 
ers of the Speaker have endeavored to 
make the country believe. 
On the con- 
tray we are denying tho right of a min­ 
ority to eject members from their seats 
or to pass laws for the government of 
tho people under the Constitntion. A 
majority of tho members of tho House 
constitute a quorum to do business, and 
we are simply Insisting that less than a 
majority shall not do business. 
We aro 
contending that tho majority shall take 
tho responsibility which properly be­ 
longs to them, and shall corno to the 
House of Representatives and voto if 
they desire to control its proceedings, 
and we aro protesting against their 
right to carry their measures by count­ 
ing us when we do not vote. 
“ The claim of the majority that they 
havo a right to govern tho House with­ 
out attending its sessions and taking 
part in the conduct of its business is too 
preposterous to require refutation. 
It 
must be evident to any ono who under­ 
stands tho position taken by the Demo­ 
cratic minority in tho Houso that it can 
not possibly result in any injury to the 
country or any injustice to tho majority. 
Its only effect will bo to compel tho Re­ 
publican majority, elected by tho people, 
to assume tho responsibility imposed 
upon them. 
“On thi' other hand no one can foresee 
tho evils that may result from tho in­ 
auguration of the practice of counting 
votes not cast in order to make a quo­ 
rum. 
Under it a minority of tho mem­ 
bers elected to tho H o u se and Senato 
may pass the most tyrannical laws for 
the oppression of tho people, the most 
corrupt laws for tho spoliation of the 
treasury. 
Whether so intended or not 
its direct tendency is to break down 
tho barriers heretofore existing for the 
protection of tho citizen against tho en­ 
croachments of power and the spoliation 
of tho treasury by destroying tho limi­ 
tations which tho 
constitution 
has 
wisely imposed upon tho legislative de­ 
partment. Constitutions are made to 
restrain majorities and protect minori­ 
ties. 
A majority ruling without limita­ 
tions or restraint upon its power is a 
pure despotism and is inconsistent with 
our system of government.”

Gentlemen: In compliance with sec. 461 of 
the School Laws of Wisconsin, I herein subm it 
the existing conditions of the publio schools in 
the First 
superintendent district of Rook 
county. Inasmuch aa I have held the office 
only si nos the twenty-fifth day el last Novem­ 
ber, it seems but fitting ithat a portion of this 
report be compiled from the records of my pre­ 
decessor. The year 1888 has been productive of 
no unusual events. 
During th# winter a 
teachers' meeting wss held a t Edgerton, in 
wh ich the teachers of Dane county joined; one 
a t Janesville w ith the Second district; and this 
district Joined with Green oounty in one held 
at Brodhead. 
The annual institute was held 
at Edgerton during the week beginning Angust 
19. Tne recitations were conducted by A. R. 
Sprague, of Milwaukee, and W. H. Beach, of 
Madison.

This feature was bo prominent that the Hon. 
W. H . Chandler, Assistant' State Superintend­ 
ent of Fabric Instruction, after visiting it, said 
that he had “seen no better institute in the 
sta te .’’ Another noticable feature was the ab­ 
sence of gentlemen members, only fear being 
present. 
Eleven public examinations were 
held during the year. At these examinations 
213 persona applied for certificates and 156 cer­ 
tificates w en granted. Of this number ISS were 
granted to ladies and 28 to gentlemen. They 
were graded aa follows: First grade, I; second 
grade, 7; third grade, 148. Since the public ex • 
aminations circumstances have demaaded that 
six certificates be granted to teachers Inn work 
done at previous examinations. Since my ap­ 
pointment five private examinations have been 
given which resulted in the issuing of four cer­ 
tificate lim ited to six months. 
I have aleo issued two certificates for one 
year, one from papers written by a teacher un­ 
der my predecessor just previous to his resigna­ 
tion, and the otner from Dopers w ritten at a 
regular examination under the superintendent 
of the Second district. 
The following statistical report is cc rn piled 
from the several reports of the district clerks,

nished by th* county superintendent has been 
passed, the pupils are awarded diplomas certi­ 
fying that they have completed the common 
school course- 
These diplomas entitle the 
bolder to enter the proper grades ofi our free 
high f chools. One of the chief difficulties that 
tbs progressive teacher has to contend with is 
the lack of tunable s:houl equipments, notably 
glotes. outline maps and sufficient space of 
good blackboard. The la* providing for the 
leaching of philology and hygiene in the corn - 
m oi school makes physiology charts to a cer­ 
tain extent a necessity. 
The state purchases 
and furnishes to the schools Weuster’s Una­ 
bridged Dic.ionary at wholesale rates. . Why 
cannot the county do some.biog in a similar 
line for the schools within its bounds? Is there 
any goqd reason why there mar not be added to 
the committees of the County Board of Super­ 
visors a committee on edncation, one of whose 
duties shall be to contract with reliable school 
supply houses for a certain line of school equip­ 
ments, to be furnished at schedule rates to 
school boards upon proper application ? Or if a 
committee is out of the question, could not the 
matter be managed by the county agent? Aq ar­ 
rangement of this kind would result in better 
equipments in the school rooms and the saving 
of hundreds of 
dollars to the tax payer. 
Lack of nniforality in text books is the cause 
of much irregularity in work. We have in our 
districts a Urge floating population mainly 
made up of “renters ” These people find that 
the text books used in one diet let and pur­ 
chased at much coat are of no use to them in 
another, lf a state or even a county standard 
comd be adopted much trouble and loss of 
time might be avoided and a considerable out­ 
lay of money saved. Under the school library 
law two towns. Lima and LaPrairie. teterved

$1, we invariably buy two saoks. We cannot af­ 
ford to retard tne moral and intellectual de­ 
velopment of our children by employing inef 
ficient teachers.

A poor 
teacher in a school is Uke a watch without a 
mainspring. Til is is a fast age. 
In order to 
keep pace with the tide of progress we should 
exert both mind and body to the utmost ten­ 
sion.

ommended by members of the Btate Board of 
Chanties and Reform. As a result of this in­ 
vestigation an addition of IO feet was made to 
the kitchen and a large oven procured in which 
IOU loaves can now be baked in one batch with * 
one tenth the fuel required to do the same work 
in the i auge. The attention of the trustees was 
loudly called to the subject of fire protection 
by the State Board of Charities ana Reform. 
In their last published report alluding to Rock 
county poor house they say, “The building is 
old and awkwardly arranged It was originally 
a frame hotel built on a side hill, i t is ar­ 
ranged so as to make it as awkward as possible 
to do work in and is certain to burn up if a fire 
ever gets a start in it. with a strong probability 
of serious loss of life.” Again referring to 
Rock county asylum: The existing wooden 
buildings are badly arranged and are a fire 
trap. There is no adequate fire protection and 
in spite of all precautions we are afraid every 
day of hearing that many lives ore lost in ta fire 
in this Hock county insane asylum. 
This situ­ 
ation of things is bad enough in a poor (house 
bat is worse in an insane asylum where the in­ 
mates are locked into their rooms at night. 
Rock county has already received from the 
state much more than these buildings have 
cost. We believe that it is tim e for Rock 
county to erect properly arranged and partially I 
tire proof buildings of solid brick with brick V 
partitions and with every precantion against r 
fire. I he present location is unfortunate in its 
distance from a rat I wad station, its enforced 
dependence upon coal for fuel.” Aware of 
danger from hie and feeling their responsibili­ 
ties the trustees in conjunction with the build 
ing committee had 20J leet of pipe laid to con­ 
duct water from the elevated tank at the wind 
mill into the buildings.

The trustees 
had good reason to believe th at the county was 
paying for serv ce net rendered, that b at little 
if any watching was done when most needed, 
between eleven o’clock p. rn. and fonr o’clock 
in the morning. Hence the purchase of the de­ 
tective, which the watchman in his rounds car­ 
ries with him. The record made upon a paper 
disk shows how many times, and the hour and 
minute during tho night he visited half a dozen 
or more designated places, where keys, no two 
alike, are fastened, 
lf he has been napping, 
the superintendent knows it in the morning, 
when he unlocks the detective to move the old 
and put in the new disk. It is hoped that thcie 
precautions will in a measure allay the appre­ 
hensions of the Btate Board of Charities and 
Reform. In this connection it may not be out 
of place to give some of the reasons favoring 
the erection of new buildings besides security 
from fire. The premises now occupied are so 
badly constructed, that the wind finds its way 
through crevices in the walls, so that on cold, 
windy days it is impossible, says Superintendent 
Aller, to keep inmates at all comfortable. An­ 
other reaon, iael costs nearly twice os mach as 
it woald in properly constrncterl buildings. 
The trustees of the asylum in Walworth conn, 
ty at their annual meeting in November lost es­ 
timated the fnel requisite for the care of the 
insane and the support of the poor for the en­ 
suing year (1890) tor a family of shoat one hun­ 
dred and thirty-five:

ditious .have been, and are, good, aud I think 
that no apprehension need be felt that sickness 
will arise from this cause. There were three chil­ 
dren bv»rn in the poor department, one doable 
and one single birth.

curate record ie kept in a register provided for 
this purpose of the num brr of visits of the 
physician, the date of each, the name of the pa­ 
tient prescribed for, diagnosis of disease, and 
in case of death, the name of euardian, relative 
or friend, place of burial, and other informa­ 
tion.
